"The history of the postal »enrlc« 


poos back as far ai the Slitli century 
J{. C. nnd may be called the hand- 
maid of civilization and, tracing It 
from the dispatch bearer of the Assy- 
rian and Homan times to the airplane 
service of the present day, the postal 
business hag doubled in the last de- 
cade while the number of employees 
has increased only 9 per cent. 


"The use of postage stamps is now 


so common and the mailing of letters 
so general that It seems as If there 
never was a time when this practice 
was unknown.

"The Book of Esther In the Bible 


tells of how King Ahasuerus, learning 
from Queen Esther that Haman had 
ordered the death of all the Jews, 
commanded Mordecal to call together 
the scribes and send letters to every 
p'rovln a of the kingdom forbidding 
tiie mussiicrp. 


"The Romans, too, sent their letters 


by mounted Couriers. 
The courier 


carried 
the message about twenty 


miles \vh«n ho would come to a 'posta,' 
where another messenger was 
sta- 


tioned with a fresh horse. 
He, in 


turn, would be relieved by still anoth- 
er courier. Thus by relay after relay 
the letter wn» sped on until at latt It 
arrrlved at its destined 'posta,' mean- 
Ing station ' or stopping place, and 
from that word we obtained the word 
'poat' as found in post offlcf, post- 
card nnd many similar words. 


"In the times of Benjamin Franklin 


each letter was charged for by the 
sheet instead of l>y weight, and also 
for the distance it was carried. Ten 
cents wns charged lor one sheet, 20 
rents for two sheets, nnd so on, and 
for every fiO miles another full fee 
TVIIS ndilotl. Envelopes were not used 
In those days, the letter simply being 
folded up a- •" sealed.

Electricity and Immigration 


"The connection between electricity 


and innutrition «*y teen somewhat 
obicure, kut it it not beyond the bound* 
of possibility that the electrical indus- 
try may prove most effective in helping 
to solfe the inunifration problem. If 
there it any answer to the insistent and 
frowinf demand for cheap hands to 
perform menial tasks it lies in the fur- 
ther use of mechanical appliances and 
automatic control instead of human 
brawn and brain. 
And electricity is 


the one agency to make this possible. 


"Industry calls for immigrants in 


large numbers, and the high cost of 
many things it blamed on the scarcity 
of low priced men to do the physical 
work. 
On the other hand, those who 


are most concerned over the character 
of the future American citizens urge 
more and more restriction. 


"Briefly, here it the story: 
Immi- 


grants came to this country in desirable 
numbers and character during the lat- 


' ter half of the last century. Their qual- 


ity decreased and quantity increased 
the two decades preceding the war. 
While common labor came in and help- 
ed do the common work, finally, as one 
noted American has-put it, some of the 
lumps got into the 'melting pot' that 
we have been unable to melt. 
The 


present 3^ law based on the 1910 
ratio of races it admittedly not the so- 
lution. 
To open the gates creates an 


Americanization problem the answer 
to which is not known, the result of 
which might prove disastrous. 
Some 


answer is needed which will at once 


retain American uutfatiou and stand- 
ards and yet not halt American indus- 
try and progress. 


"As a Nation we have developed ma- 


chinery to perform many chores. Elec- 
tricity as a motive power and as a con- 
trol agency has been the moit import- 
ant factor in the extension of these 
benefits. 
But the half has not been 


realized. 
For the electrical industry 


there still exist: the greatest oppor- 
tunity to develop further applications 
of electricity to do the work of man, 
or more effectively to 
multiply the 


work of (he 
individual. 
Industries 


have not even dreamed of what elec- 
tricity can do to solve their produc- 
tion and labor problems. 
There is 


practically no task that electricity can- 
not ultimately perform. 
It is only the 


more simple operations that electric 
equipment now supplies—the 
begin- 


ning has not been much more than 
made in what can be done to replace 
the present necessary human brain by 
selective electrical control apparatus. 


"Genius rises to meet the demands 


of the times. 
The electrical industry 


will not be slow to recognize and grasp 
the opportunity of service to the na- 
tion in this problem. More and more 
will it relieve industry of Hi labor 
problems, 
freeing 
machine-bound 


Americans to take the place of foreign 
importations and to become better paid 
—because more efficient—men and 
citizens. 
In this way will electricity in 


the hands of American inventive ability 
continue to prove its inestimable value 
to humanity and to the nation."
